In fact，Rev. 工 .T. Taam 
first greeted me and gave me a 
copy of his press statement and 
modestly told me that he was not 
sure he would be called upon to 
give a statement. Shortly, 玉 alfred 
Lum walked up to me and gave 
me his press statement. 工 thanked 
him for it. Atmost imnmediately, 3 
third man gave me a CopyY of a 
stateImment in Chinese issued by the 
Chinese Six Companies. 工 was de- 
lighted by their cooperation and 
accommodation. Isat down in the 
back，next to a' mother with a 
baby. The mother later became 
one of the many witnesses to the 
ugly incident. 

It didn't take me long to read 
those statements. 工 got up and ex- 
changed greetings with People I 
knew. 

AGITATION BEGINS 

Suddenly an unidentified man 
walked up to me and asked me 让 
TI was a reporter. I identified my- 
self as a reporter from 了 ast/West， 


” He seemed rather concerned about 
something aid asked me 填 工 was 


going to ask any questions during 
the Press conference. I had little 
doubt that they did not want any 
etmbarrassing questions asked dur- 
ing the Press Conference. My Pres- 


.ence apparentiy was a threat to 


them.。 JIn reply，I idqentified two 
reporters from the Chinese Press 
Present and I asked the two men. 
还 the two reporters from Young 
China were invited.(I know the 
two reporters from a series of re- 
cent press _ Conferences held in 
Chinatown). They could give me 
no answer, They left. I knew they 
would come back，so I tried to 
look for Persons I knew to find 
out why LI was being singled onut. 

But before I had a chance to spot 
anyone，the two came back with 
Foo Hum behind them. They 
shouted，“You are not inyitedi、 
Get outl” They were intensely 
angry. They repeated their de- 
rmand at least twice. 工 asKed,“TIs 
this not a press conference? 开工 
am a reporter，why can't Istay?

Has the Republic of China ever 
been untrue to the Spirit of the 
United Nations，of which it was a 
Charter Member? 

There -is a conscience in the 
world that yet remains free，and 
the people of the world must con- 
sult their own conscience to deter- 
mine whether the Republic of 
China deserves to be ousted by 
Votes of lesser nations 一 lesser in 
Population，resources or internal 
reform.

Vvriter from meet

A_ staff writer for 了 East/West 
newspaper Was shoved ont the 
door of Six Companies Hgzdqhtar- 
ters last Thursday at ndor' and 
denied entrance to that organiza- 
tion?s press conference explaining 
their reaction to the expulsion of 
Taiwan from the UN. 

工 . Ling-chi Wang，who has been 


-wiiting for 卫 ast/West for three 


years, faced a press Credehtial chal- 
lenge by an angry group of Six 
Companies members, and when he 
did not satisfy their demands，was 
energetically Pushed by one of 
their number out of the Stockton 
Street headquarters，wWhjle SIX or 
seven of the members shouted en- 
couragement and made sure Wang 
could not re-enter the conference. 

During the Press conference, one 
of the SiXx Companies Directors， 
John Chin，said he personally did 
not witness the incident，but was 
told the reporter did not show the 
Proper credentials，Chin said Six 
Cempanies bejlieves in freedom of 
the，Ppress， but rules must be 
obeyed，and only representatives 
of the press could be admitted. 


Another 
grocer killed 


Another Chinese grocer was Shot 
in the Bay Area last week，this 
time in the Western Addition of 
San Francisco last Wednesday， 

John Eng, 41; was gunned down 
by apair of robbers in front of his 
wife and young daughter as he 
stood behind the counter of his 
smal Lexington Market at 2789 
Bush St. 

工 he holdup took Place at about 
3:40 p.m. when the men entered 
the family-operated store， 工 hey 
Were not wearing any Iasks or 
facial covering， 

“One man carried a gun and said 
he wanted all the cash. He took 
about $100 in cash,”a police in- 
spector Said. 

The holdup men then threat- 
ened to shoot Eng's wife and 
daughter. 

“Mrs.， Eng Pushed her young 
daughter Under the counter for 
protection and it was about this 
timne that MT. Eng was Shot 
through the left eye.” 

Police described the shooting as 
avicious, unprovoked assault.” 

“They offered no resistance at 
all. IThere was no excuse for the 
shooting.” 

Eng was taken to Mission Emer- 
gency 了 Hospital and then trans- 
ferred to San Erancisco General 
Hospital where he died the follow- 
ing day， 

Both robbers escaped. They are 
described as black youths between 
16 and 21 years old，about five 
feet ten inches tallj. Police are also 
seeking a third black youth who 
drove a suspected getaway car de- 
sciibed as a_ purple or maroon 
Buick or Oldsmobile TIoronado. 


This reporter was present at the 
conference and was admmitted 
without being asked to show his 
credentials. Likewise, this reporter 
did n9t.observe any other member 
of the btfess being challenged on 
his or het credentials. There were 
Several Chinese reporters who 
were admitted to the conference， 
Which was called only for the 
English-speaking press. 


Professor Kalfred Dip Lum， 
when asked by one of the re- 
Porters about opPosing viewpoints 
and ideologies of the press，said 
there was one jleftist Paper in 
Chinatown and that 了 East/West 
newspaper was “leaning toward 
the _ left.” He was challenged on 
that statement by this reporter 
and by ' Ling-chi Wang，in inter- 
Views to the Press after the con- 
ference. Wang described 了 East/West 
as a paper with a “moderate” 
Political viewpoint. 


Ling-chi Wang has long advo- 
cated the admittance of Peking to 
the UN and been very active im 
liberaland progressive Politics, and 
it was suggested by this reporter 
that a _ personal feud was bebind 
Wang's removal. This was denied. 
East/Westalso editorialized about 
Six Companies in the Oct. 27 issue 
and this could explain Six com- 
Panies" reactions， 


At the conference, the directors 
stood behind Taiwan and harshly 
criticized the UN action. Professor 
Lum called President Nixon 3 
“Political opportunist” who “is 
trying to _ build up his own Pres- 
tige.”Lum, a retired political scE 
entist and a republican，said this 
nation has “the wrong political 
leaders.” 


Director George Jue claimed 
that almost 100 percent of China- 
town was behind the Six Com- 
Panies" firm backing of the Repub- 
lic of China. All the directors ex- 


.pressed the sentiment that the 


seating of mainland China in the 
UN was an immoral act. 


Several of the reporters became 
ipatient with the unbending 
stance of the directors and began 
asking leading questions about the 
possibility of taking mainland 
China from the Communists，but 
Dr. Lum maintained that“moral” 
leadership would triumph eventu- 
ally and the democratic tradition 
of the Chinese People would over- 
come Communism，Dr.Lum also 
said_ that the UN was “moving 
toward the left”and“already dis- 
integrating. 


After themeeting,Ling-chi Wang 
was interViewed by the press and 
claimed that.he was singled out by 
Six Companies，since other Chi- 
nese Imembers of the Press were 
admitted without inspection. He 
also_ stated that it was not true 
that SIX Companies represents 
anywhere -near 100 Percent of 
Chinatown. 
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CHINESE HERITAGE 
Dear 上 ditor: 


I have been subscribing to East/ 
West for several years for the sole

at customs or traditions， bnut 
should devote time and talent in 
explaining th traditions to readers 
in simple language. Our Chinese 
heritage is a great one. 工 am very 
SoOITrY now that I did not listen to 
Ithe legends my mother often told 
when we were younger- 一 because 
we were indifferent，she discon- 
tinued sharing these priceless 
stories with us. 

TI have not learned too much of 
the traditions of our people or the 
Symbolic meanings or teachings. 

Recently，there has been much 
enthusiasm about Red China. It is 
true that Chiang 开 ai-shek did not 
do much for the good of China 
after World War II，but have we 
forgotten so soon the terrible in- 
fluence of Communism among our 

People who lived on the Mainland 
一 friend turning against friend;

Dianpe Feinstein told the Chi- 
nese Tea Forum last Wednesday 
that her new program，Partnership 
for Change, would give a big new 
Voice to neighborhoods like China- 
townD.

Michael 玉 imn Wong,， 20-year-old 
City College student and candidate 
for supervisor who has submitted 
an affidavit saying he is a pauper， 
was denied a_ preliminary injunc- 
tion that would allow indigent 
political candidates to obtain free 
advertisemnents on the air， 

On Oct. 27 Paul A. Sullivan filed 
on his behalf in federal court， 
complaining that denial of free 
air time to those candidates who 
cannot afford it constituted vio- 
lation of the due Process and 
equal Protection clauses of the 
Constitution. U.S$. District Judge 
George B. Harris prompty issued 
a temporary TIestraining order 
against 玉 RON，KPIX and 开 GO， 
stations which bad refused Wong 
free time. It prohibited them from 
requiring Wong to pay for any 
Political ads till the hearing at 11 
a.m. the folowing day. Theoreti- 
cally,， it would allow him to walk 
into any of the stations to demand 
free time. However, he did not do 
so because he did not have a tape 
Prepared. 

At the hearing，Judge Harris 
ruled that Wong is not entitled to 
位 ee television ads. The 1934 Com- 
munications Act and FCC rules 
have required a broadcaster who 
has sold time to one candidate to 
“afford equal opportunity”to the 
others。 They have not required 
stations to offer free time to Some 
while demanding fees from others. 
The three candidates who have. 
run pojlitical ads are paying for 
them. Thus, the issuance of an in- 
junction，the purpose of which is 
to maintain the status quo, would 
not Tesolve the issues raised by 
Wong, and was denied.

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NMother Lode 
experiment 


A unique educational experience 
began Monday morning when a 
group of 70 students from Fran- 
cisco Junior High left San Fran- 
cisco accompanied by eight of 
their teachers to live in a lodge in 
the Mother Lode. The group is 
attempting to create a new envi- 
ronment. 


The students represent a crOSS- 
section of the enrollment at the 
predominantly Chinese junior higkh 
scChool, an assetbecause one of the 
objectives js to increase inter- 
cultural understanding. 


Under guidelines submitted to 
the Board of Education,“the plan 
will require changed roles and 
working relationships among 
teachers, pupils, and parents.” 


Students will take over classes 
in such subjects as Chinese culture 
and teachers will become students. 
The experience, Principal Dr. Lane 
DeLara hopes，will help overcome 
fears teachers and students have of 
each other and make for better 
communications， 


With a changed setting and the 
teachers sharing il the life of the 
lodge, the planners hope that new 
relationships will form which will 
be strong enough to survive when 
the students return to regular 
classes， 


Costs for the experiment are 
being borne by the Participants， 
the teachers，and some indepen- 
dent foundation money. The 
school district is paying only trans- 
portation， 了 surance，and 3a few 
miscellaneous items. 


The project was originated by 
teachers at Francisco and has the

As for better-educated parents and community leaders, TI don't see 
how they can really teach children to get along with other races with- 
out letting the child have a first-hand experience with them，which 
they are more likely to have in an integrated school than in a segre- 
gated neighborhood. Im sure that 让 all adults had been doing our 
share to promote human understanding and civil rights among ouUr- 


selves and our children,， we would not find ourselves in the segregated， 


and racially tense situation we are in today with a court order from 
Judge Weigel for the immediate dqesegregation of our schools. 

I don't believe that forced busing to achieve desegregation is the 
answer to our problems, but I do believe it is a start in the right direc- 
tion. No one js 100% sure that in 20 or 30 years from now, grown-up 
Johnny will be a better person because of it, but we do know that 
segregated education has been detrimental to the “underprivileged” 
since its inception， 


4.“Voluntary busing has worked in other cities. Bus those who want 
to be bused.?” 


Educators like Neil Sullivan，Commissioner of Education of Massa- 
chusetts，have said: “Voluntary busing has not worked in any city 
where it has been tried. It has not worked in Oakland. It has not 
worked in Boston, where white childqren have mounted the bus bound 
for Negro schools “within the legal and moral traditions of the com- 
munity， the community wbere Negro emancipation began. It is at best 
only an interim measure.” (Neil Sullivan's Noz 太志 e.TiePp. 153). 
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If thevchoice was left to the people, it would again be those in the 
inferior schools who would volunteer to be bused. And as Mary Helen 
Rogers，a blacKk candidate for the Board of Supervisors，so boldly 
spoke up in answer to how she felt about Chinatown's busing boycott; 
“Why mnust it always be the blacks who mnust ride the buses? We ve 
been riding those buses for years now, and 让 we can do it the People 
in Chinatown surely can. We've been asked to be law-abiding citizens 
and Im looking to the Chinese parents to be adults in solving the 
busing Problem.”

In that the Supreme Court's desegregation decision of 1954 re- 
versed the decision of 工 xza 区 尽 ice，275 U.S. 78 (1927)，a case where 
a young Chinese girl seeking admittance to a white public school in 
MississipDi was refused admittance on the basis that she was classified 
as part of the colored race for the Purposes of school attendance and 
a case in which the Supreme Court refused to intervene, the Chinese 
have been taken into consideration. 

And it is not fair to say that the Chinese were not consulted or 
represented when seven persons (George Chinn， Gordon Lau，Warren 
Mar，Germaine Wong,，Alan Wong, Kenneth Kaily Lee, and Ben Tom)， 
representing the Chinese community，were appointed to serve on the 
Citizens Advisory Committee，established in April of this year by the 
Board of Education as a community liaison body. This comrmittee has 
tried to work with Chinese parents and teachers on selecting the best 
desegregation Plan for Chinatown, but at every one of these meetings， 
parents,， instead of cooperating on drawing such a plan, have come to 
the meetings only to vent their anger against the desegregation order， 
something that they cannot understand is beyond the control of the 
Citizens Advisory Comimittee, the Board of 了 ducation, or Shaheen. 

The result? The Horseshoe plan was finally decided upon, not the 
Plan for Chinatown by far.

I have no argument with this staterment. 了 ducators have also agreed 
that integration should bring unity but not uniformity. Differences 
should be recognized and respected. (See 开 lopfs Zategratizg 太 e 
LU7rbam School p. 48.) The first step, desegregation, has taken place. A 
good multi-cultural curriculum must now follow to reinforce a truly 
integrated education where childqren can learn the 人 truth about their 
own backgrounds as well as the backgrounds of other children. Groups 
such as the Asian American 卫 qucation Task Force, The Association of 
Chinese Teachers, and the Chinatown-North Beach District Councils 
Education Comrmnittee have been working with thei problem for years. 
TI suggest parents join them in the force and enthusiasm they have 
shown in the busing boycott. 

TI have tried to Present as clear and as factual an argument as DosS- 
sible in answer to some of the questions raised by anti-busing Parents. 
I hope that in doing so, -the positive arguments to integratiom will 
seem Inore plausible. But at this moment，whether you agree or dis- 
agree with me, I hope that you will at least realize that desegregation 
is here in San Francisco now and that it will take a Supreme Court 
reversal of its 1954 desegregation decision to stop it, which seems very 
unlikely to happen. (了 Recently, the Supreme Court refused to review 
a lower court s ruling regarding the unconstitutionality of forced inte:
